Marszak et aL was designated as an "X" 
document and is a foreign publication written in French that allegedly discloses "a 
compound which falls under the subject-matter of claim 1" in the European patent 
application. The document describes the synthesis of amino acids and compounds 
comprising (CH3)2N-(CH2)n-CH=CH-COOH, including (CH3)2N-CH2-CH=CH-COOH. 
The WIPO document is designated as a "T" document and is the International 
Application corresponding to the instant application.
